NE of the most excit- 


ing stories that ever 


t came to my _ notice 


was the astonishing — tale 
of the stolen pearls. 

It had all the drama of 
n first-rate detective story, 
plus a | tragi-comic climax 
and a “punch” ending. 

This was the way of it: 

Mr Max Moyer, of Hatton- 
Harden, one of the largest’ whole- 
sale dealers In pearls in Britain, 
made a large and important pur- 
chase from_a firm of pearl mer- 
chants in Paris, and the pearls 
were sent to him by post, 

They were packed in a small 
parcel, little bigger than a 
match-box, and, of course, regis- 


tered os well os heavily insured, - 


In due cou.30 the parcel was 
delivered at Mr Meyer's officc, 
but when opened it was found to 
contain nothing but pleces of 
sugar, The pearls had dis- 
ipneared. 

The case presented many un-, 
usual features, The French frm, 
equally with Mr Meyer, were 
beyond suspicion. The »pootls had 
been safely packed, the parcel 
sealed and registered and duly 
suspatched. 


Seals intact 


Investigation in Paris satisfied 
Mr Price, senior partner in 
'rice and Gibbs, the assessors to 
Lloyd's Underwriters, who in- 
vestigated the theft, that the 
pearls were safe when_ they 
were handed over to the French 
Pest Office, 

The parcel was examined with 
meticuious care, The seats had 
been intact on arrival and there 
was not the slightest evidence of 
any tampering with the 
package. 

How and when the theft took 
place remained a mystery. 

By a process of elimination 
Mr Price concluded that the 
Pearls must have been stolen in 
transit, and that the theft eould

not passibly have been the work 
of one man, 

There must have been a gang 
of skilful thieves working in 
collaboration. 

The enreful organisation of 
the theft showed that the thieves 
were not only extremely clever 
in arranging the actual theft.’ 
but probably equally astute in 
thelr plans for the ultimate 
disposal of the pearls, for which 
they would expect to receive a 
Jarge sim. 

No clue was discovered suff- 
cient to afford the slightest hope 
of tracing the robbers, and the 
Underwriters were thrown back 
on the expedient of offering a 
reward to any person willing to 
give evidence leading to the 
recovery of the jewels. 


Plan devised ~ 


Mr Price suggested that the 
reward should be large and 
immediate. The Underwriters 
agreed, and £10,000 was offered 
for the recovery of the pearls. 

After the adyertisement ap- 
peared there was nothing to 
do except wait, but almost 
immediately Mr Price received 
information that a person hac 
appeared on the scene who 
claimed to be able to return the 
stolen property, provided he 
was satisfied that he would re- 
ceive the reward and that he 
would run.no possible risk 
either from the police or—more 
important—from his erstwhile 
friends, 

From such inquiries as he was 
able to make Mr Price was 
satisfied that his informant was 
genuine, and he devised a plan 
to recover the pearls and re- 
move the informer'’s fears. 

How the plan was devised, and 
what means of communication 
were employed, I was never 
told, but the informer was satis- 
fied with the promises made to 
him for he told his story 
frankly. 

Tho pearls had been stolen in 
transit and there were several 
persons involved—as, Mr Price 
had guessed. The pearls were 
to be taken abroad for disposal 
and the informer himself was to 
take them. : 


To be robbed 


The final arrangements for his’ 
journey, he sald, .were to be 
made that day In a Holborn 
hotel, where the pearls would be 
handed over to him with com- 
plete and detailed instructions as 
to how and where he was to 
travel. 

The informer would give no 
further information, beyond 
saying that he was unable to 
hand the pearls over to Mr 
Price as he was certain that his 
every movement would be 
watched. This statement was 
confirmed by the fact that it 
was obvious that he was terri- 
fied lest his confederates should 
suspect that he was betraying 
them,

Mr Price's plan to mect these 
cultles ~ was dclightfully 
simple—the {nformer was to be 
robbed of the pearls as he car- 
ried them away from the hotel. 
It was decided that he should 
carry the pearls in-the right-

The reader should note para- 
graph 6 of the above message, 
as the use by the President 
at the meet’'ng with the Press 
of the words “unconditional 
surrender,” raised issues which 
will recur in this story und 
certalnly be long debated. 
There [sn school of thought, 
both in England and Amcrica, 
which argues that the phrase 
prolonged the war and played 
into the dictators’ hands by 
driving thelr peoples and 
armies to desperation. 


I do not myself agree with 
this, for reasons which the 
course of this narrative w'll 
show. Nevertheless as my 
own memory his proved 
defectlve on some points, it 
will be well to state the facts 
as my records reveal them. 


-No recollection 


Eliott Rovsevelt asserts in 
his book that the words were 
used by tho President at onc 
of our dinners, I am reported 
by him to havo “thought, 
frowned, thourht, finally 
mroned, and at length an- 
nounced ‘Perfect,) ” and also 
that “the night-cap toast 
proposed by Mr. Churchill 
that evening was ‘Uncondi- 
tlonal surrender.’ " 


I have no recolicctlon or 
these private. and informal 
interchanges’ where conversa- 
tion was free and unguarded. 
The matter must certainly, 
however, have cropped up In 
my ofMcial talks with the 
President. Hence paragraph 6. 


The records of the War 
Cobinct show that this was 
brought before them at their 
afternoon mecting on Jan. 20. 
The discussion seems to have 
turned, not upon tho principle 
of “unconditional surrender,” 
but on making an exception 
in favour of Italy. Accordingiy 
on Jan. 21 the following 
message was sent, which of 
course I soon received.

pernt. It is sald that it pro- 
longed the ~ struggle and 
made recovery afterwards 
more difficult. I do not be~ 
Neve that this is true, I took 
occasion at the Guildhall on 
June 30, 1943, to say: 


We, the United Nations, de- 
mand from the Nazi, Fascist, 
ang Japanese tyrannics un- 
condHional surrender. By 
this we mean that their 
will-power to resist must be 
completely broken, and ‘that 
they must yicld themselves 
absolutely to our justice and 
mercy. It also meang that 
‘we must take all those for- 
sighted mensures which are 
necessary to prevent the 
world from belng again con- 
vulsed, wrecked and blacken- 
ed by thelr calculated plots 
and ferocious aggressions. 


Tt docs not mean, and it never 
can mean, that we are to 
stain our victorious arms by 
inhumanity or by mere lust 

_ of vengeance, or that we do 
not plan a world in. which 
all branches of the human 

forward to 
what the American Declara- 
tlon of Independence finely 
calls “life, Nberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness,”

It was the afternoon of 
Monday, March 19, 1877~- 
autumn in Australia—and, 
said no contemporary  ac- 
count. “the Melbourne cric- 
‘ket §=grround Jawn was oc- 
cupled by a numerous com- 
pany. of the youth and 
benuty of Melbourne, many 
of whom seemed to take 
more than a passing in- 
terest in the game.” 

The game? An all-Eny- 
land team of professionals 
wos playing a combined 
Australian team selected 
from the Colonics of. Vic- 
toria and New South Wales. 
It was the First Test. 


The match had begun on the 
Thursday, and now it was Mon-- 
day, the fourth and Inst day. 
‘Incredible things had hap- 
pened. For the first time Colo- 
nial cricketers had challenged 
the Motherland on level terme, 
and might possibly win.
